Further, the ^ mentAer 
for Macleod asked that the rate of 
interest on any advance or loan on 
a policy be limited to four per cenb. 
Figures were given to show that the 
amount of such loans had increased 
from $159,000,000 in 1929 to $224,- 
000,000 in 1932, the latest year for 
which the member had received data. 
Mr. Coote said he had ..found the in¬ 
terest rate on these loans as high 
as eight per cent, in -some cases, 
with the lowest six, which he con¬ 
sidered still too high.
